VETERANS’ BILLS. 

“Many bills designed to relieve and aid veterans 

of the world war are pending in congress. The 
unson bill in the house would extend the time 


would extend the time for filing claims for. 
edjusted compensation or bonus until 1930. The 
Luce bill would appropriate $16,000,000 for im- 
provements to veterans’ hospitals. The Johnson 
omnibus bill provides for important changes in the 
_ hospitalization, treatment, apd pensioning of dis- 
abled veterans. 

One of the most important measures ot all is the 
Fitzgerald-Tyson bill for the pensioning of dis- 
abled emergency army officers, because it seeks to 
right a very real injustice. The disabled regular 


has been left out. Just why is not plain. Nor is 
it plain why ten years have passed without bring- 
ing about remedial legislation, unless one cares to 
think that congress has no conception of Justice 
and does only the politic thing. There are only 
2,000 men who come under this class; to give them 
a proper pension would cost the government only 
$2,000,000 a year. This bill certainly should be 
passed. 

And so should every other reasonable piece of 
legislation aimed at the relief of world war vet- 
erans. Some of them may not be strictly economic 
measures. It is, for example, a veteran's own 
fault if he failed tb reinstate or convert his in- 
surance, or to file his claim for compensation; but 
te extend the time limits will be doing him a favor 
at very little cost. As for the sick and disabled 
veterans, it is hard to see how too much can be 
done for them by d country to which the same war 
that brought them broken lives brongh¢ tremen- 
dous prosperity.

The senate has passed a bill amending the for- 
estry act of 1924. Under that act, the govern- 
ment ‘has been authorized to buy land for the 
growing of timber in the south and east. The 
effect of the amendment is to extend the sphere 
of operations to the cutover and denuded lands 
of the middie west. The aim of the bill is by 
maintaining forests to maintain navigation «nd 
control floods as well as to produce timber. The 
new bill authorizes the purchase pf 2,500,000 acres 
in the middie west, 3,000,000 acres in the eastern 
highlands and. 2,600,000 acres in the south, and for 
this purpose appropriates $40,000,000 to be spent 
in eight years.

White and Colored 
Pastors to Join in 
Tribute to Lincoln 


White and colored ministers tn forty 
Chicago churches will exchange pul- 
pits next Sunday to commemorate the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln. The 
day, known as Race Relations Sun- 
day, is observed annually as a means 
of promoting good will. 
Three colored men in the ‘Chicago 
area who have won national acclaim 
in the fields of art, literature, and 
finance will receive the Harmon award 
for outstanding work during the last 
year. Dean Shailer Mathews of the 
University of Chicago divinity school 
will make the presentation at the 
Olivet Baptist church, 5lst street and 
South Park way, Sunday evening. 
“We are béginning to realize that 
political and social progress alone will 
never solve the problem of race rela- 
tions,” said Dr. Mathews, who is chair- 
man of the Church federation’s com- 
mission on race relations. It is the 
task which falls primary on the 
churches. Distinct efforts seem to be 
made just now to capitalize racial 
prejudices for political ends. It is the 
lduty of the church to offset antig- 
onism by fellowship. 
“The commission feels that 
its most effective work can be done in 
getting the races acquainted.and in 
informing each group of the advance- 
ment of the other.
